The ASHC elections were a success as 
far as voting, but the question about 
campus two weeks after the election 
ended is... ‘‘who won?” 

Over 700 votes were cast on May 4 
and 5 for new ASHC officers, a record 
turnout over last year’s 500-odd votes. 
Yet, the votes are still in limbo as elec- 
tion committee members try to get 
together to count them. 


Very secret ballot 


According to election committee 
chairperson Debora Ledesma, conflic- 
ting job schedules among the members 
and adviser Mike Foudy have prevented 
them from getting together long enough 
to tally the votes. 
However, election procedures state 
that the votes must be counted within 
two days of the election. 
The Hartnell governing board was to 
meet Monday, May 10, to discuss the

issue of the votes, yet the meeting was 
called off. Lloyd Lowery, trustee, said 
the governing board hoped the students 
could work out the problem 
themselves. 

However, Dr. Gibb Madsen, 
superintendent/president, said the 
board would have to take action. ‘‘We 
(the board) will have to take action 
sometime soon... because it (not coun- 
ting the votes) interferes with the pro- 
cedures of the college...the board is 
responsible for the actions of the stu- 
dent goverment.”’ 

Madsen added that the board has 
several options, they can call for 
another election, tell the election com- 
mittee to count the votes, have some 
outside group count them or have the 
president (Madsen) do the counting. 

Difficulties with the ASHC elections 
seemed to start from the very first with 
the decision not to have a voting booth 
on East Campus. . 

At the April 27 ASHC = meeting, 
reasons were given why a voting booth 
was denied the approximately 500 East 
Campus students. The reasons included 
the small number of votes cast there last 
year (50), the insufficient number of 
people to supervise the booth and the 
fact that other Hartnell extension class 
areas such as Soledad Correctional 
Training Facility, Fort Hunter Liggett 
and Fort Ord did not have the benefit of 
a polling area.

The decision is being challenged by 
the Panther Sentinel, several concerned 
students and candidates of the election. 

According to the complaint, 
sometime between the April 1 ASHC 
meeting and the next meeting on April 
13, a decision was made not to have a 
polling station on East Campus. 
However, the decision was made 
without the benefit of an open meeting 
or an open vote, which is in direct viola- 
tion of the State Open Meeting Act. 

The complaint doesn’t ask for an in- 
validation of the election, but asks that 
there be a greater degree of set pro- 
cedures for the ASHC and an introduc- 
tion to meeting laws for new ASHC 
members. ; 

The governing board will hear the 
complaint at tonights meeting. 

Before and after\the election are not 
the only times where problems oc- 
cured, according to some of the can- 
didates, there were also questionable 
areas during the election about pro- 
cedures. 

Two ASHC candidates, Anne Sorgi 
and Richard Villegas had complaints 
concerning procedures at the polling 
booth. Both say the way in which the 
ID was taken didn’t follow stated pro- 
cedure. The election procedures call for 
an ID card to be presented but the two

such as drivers licenses and passports.

Student senator calls paper ‘racist’ 


Rep election outcome contested

Were there inaccuracies in the final 
count, and were there violations of 
election procedures in the election for 
student representative to the governing 
board? 

Accusations of both issues will be 
considered at tonight’s 8:00 governing 
board meeting. 

A written request to invalidate the 


April 29 student rep election was made 


at the May 4 governing board meeting. 
It was signed by Giovanis Montero 
(ASHC vice president), Debora 
Ledesma (ASHC senator), Ed Cruz (can- 
didate for the ASHC senate) and Elsie 
Martinez (MEChA president and ASHC 
secretary). 


According to the request, there were 
non-secret ballots, there was improper 
supervision of the polls which resulted 
in mismarked ballots and there was not 
a clear majority win by Jeff Denecke, 
student rep elect. 

Also, there were claims, at the 
meeting by students who want the elec- 
tion invalidated, that the location of the 
board room made it difficult for voters 
to find the polling site. Plus registered 
students did not need to present an 
identification card in order to vote. 

The written request claims the voting 
for candidates was not secret. It states 
that, ‘‘The ballots were numbered in the 
upper right hand corner and lower right 
hand corner. The number beside the 


signature on the roster sheet cor- 
responded to the number that was left 
on the ballot.’ 

As a result, according to the request, 
the person collecting the ballots could 
find who the student voted for. 
Ledesma told the board ‘‘the people 
that count those ballots...can know’ 
and ‘‘might be ... instructors (who) can 
tell how a person voted — whether he 
voted Chicano...for whites or whatever. 
And that can have some psychological 
impact on the voter.’ 

There was improper supervision of 
the polls, according to the request, 
which resulted in voters handing in mis- 
marked ballots. The request states that a 


remark was written about’one of the | 


candidates on a ballot and one voter 
had checked off all three candidates. 
The supervisor at the polls, claims the 
request, should have had the voter put 
his/her name on the back of the ballot 
and cut the ballot in half and insert both 
halves in the box. Then the voter would 
have been given another ballot. Also, a 
ballot was taken from a booth which, 
according to the request, was wrong. 
Ledesma said using the governing 
board room as a polling site made it dif- 
ficult for students to find the place since 
it is ‘‘kind of hidden...not enough 
students knew where the area was.”’ 
She also said that students should not 
have needed to present an ID card to 
enable them to vote. ‘‘Some students 
only have PE classes and they only got a 


schedule, they didn’t get a library card. 
But because some students didn’t have 
an ID card, they were denied a vote.” 

According to Montero, Denecke did 
not have “the absolute majority of 
votes.’’ The final vote tally had Denecke 
with 155 votes, Lilly Martinez (ASHC 
president) with 131 votes, Geralyn 
Budenholzer with 22 votes and five 
ballots were considered invalid. 
Montero contends that two of the in- 
valid ballots had write-in candidates 
and were valid. 


A memo that was handed out to the 
board by Montero and co-horts stated 
Mike Foudy, veterans affairs coor- 
dinator and student affairs advisor, had 
eliminated the two. write-in-ballots 
because they were not students. But the 
memo claims ‘‘the candidate indeed is 
ineligible to serve as student represen- 
tative to the governing board, but the 
ballot itself is not invalid.’’ Ledesma ad- 
ded at the meeting that “if a person 
wants to vote for Mickey Mouse, that 
ballot still qualifies.”’ 

Addition of the two write-in-ballots 
would not give Denecke the majority of 
votes. Montero claims this could pre- 
vent Denecke from becoming student 
rep. 

Ledesma accused Madsen and Foudy 
of contributing to an anti-Martinez at- 
titude on campus. ‘‘There were so 
many tacticts here that | feel this whole 
election was Dr. Madsen’s election and 


administration's election. Students had 
no participation on how to run this elec- 
tion...l’m saying this because | have 
evidence that the attitude around cam- 
pus is.that you got to go out there and 
beat Lilly Martinez...these attitudes are 
coming from Dr. Madsen and Foudy. 
That is a conflict of interest.”’ 


She also accused the Sentinel of be- 
ing unfair in its outlook toward 
Chicanos. ‘‘The Sentinel is showing so 
many. racist statements...The Sentinel 
never writes anything good about 
Chicanos. On Cinco de Mayo, they 
don’t even put Cinco de Mayo (in the 
headline about the event), they put 
‘Time to Celebrate’. 

Ledesma went on, ‘‘Last year for the 
student rep (election), when Juanita 
Banuelos won, did she get front page? 
No she didn’t. Jeff Denecke. Supposed- 
ly they (the paper) say he won. He 
didn’t win by the absolute majority. He 
gets front page!”’ 

She threatened that the issue could be 
decided in court. ‘‘There were so many 
violations we think you (the board) real- 
ly ought to look at it. You guys don’t 
want to get into another court battle, we 
don’t want to. (This is in reference to 
last year’s elections controversy in 
which the voting issue went to.court.) 
It’s a lot of hassle, a lot of money. We're 
asking the board to please look at the 
situation very carefully. If we have to, 
we will go to court...’" 
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Editorial: Votes seized, board has to act 


This editorial is a compilation of gripes, disgusts and 
problems accumulated over the past election week. 

We've never viewed such a complete and total joke. 
(If you don’t read the editorials where we attack the 
student goverment, we’re going to talk about the 
board also, so keep reading.) 

From the very first, the election was ludicrous. 

Imagine the election committee being comprised of 
ASHC members. The election committee controls the 
election and hears and decides all complaints, but the 
majority of its members, at least, were electioneering 
and totally involved in the election. 

No matter what is said, the election is going to be a 
bit uneven. 

The entire voting process is sheer stupidity. 

The ASHC controlling the election tnrougn the com- 
mittee is like saying the Republicans will control the 
next Presidential election. 

But wait, it gets even better. 

The election committee even counts the votes. 
Granted, advisor Mike Foudy and another staff 
member were present but it is still wrong. 

Election procedures state that no one is allowed in 
where the counting is going on if they are involved ina 
candidate’s campaign. If anyone can say Lilly Mar- 


tinez and Debora Ledesma are not involved in a can- 
didate’s carnpaign he—she— has been in the sun too 
long. 

And there’s more. The committee still hasn’t 
counted the ballots after two weeks. Conflicting job 
schedules was the lame excuse. 

The ASHC election procedure states the votes are to 
be counted within two days of the election. If the 
committee members were too tired or had conflicting 
schedules, they were allowed to appoint others to 
count the votes. But no, they had to draw it out and 
make everyone have to draw it out and make everone 
wait for the resluts. Effective government in action? 


Our first recommendation was to have the board in- . 


terfere and make the election committee count the 
votes. But, upon further thinking, we don’t believe 
this is what should happen. 

The student government is just that, a student 
government. The students should control it and make 
it work. If the officers of the ASHC won’‘t-count the 
votes, for example, the students should object and ob- 
ject loudly. It may not do any good, but we can at least 
make our views heard and maybe by some miracle 
force the election committee to count the votes. 

However, the board doesn’t get off that easily. We 
still have a few recommendations to submit. 


The first, give the ASHC advisor set guidelines on 
what he can or can’t do and possibly give him just a bit 
more authority in his advisory role to do something 
when there is such an obvious violation of law (as in 
the open meeting act) or in procedures (as in counting 
the votes). 

The second, is a little more complicated. We have 
advocated little or no board control of the ASHC: 
however, there is a need in cases where there is such 
an obvious violation of procedures or law and where 
the violations will affect so many. 

Imagine this, if the votes are or were not counted 
and the summer vacation sneaked up on everyone, 
where would we be? Next year, no student govern- 


| ment. 


Past court decisions have established that the gover- 
ning board should handle the problems of the school, 
The board is the ‘court’ of the school, they should 
have a bit more authority over the ‘lawbreakers’ (the 
newest violations concerning the break with state 
open meeting laws has not yet been heard by the 
board). 

These are just a couple of suggestions we feel are 
vital for the continuing of the ASHC — for a good 
ASHC that follows procedures and policies to repre- 
sent the students.

Undaunted by this misfortune, Joe never lets a 
friendly face pass him without extending a well- 
meaning ‘‘Hi!’’.

Joe Kuska: ‘‘Hi!’’ 
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Out of Bounds

We now take you to another dimension...a place 
where there. is no money and money means 
everything...where finishing second is no different than 
finishing in the cellar...and where teams must compete 
within a 250-mile radius... 

We now take you on a journey through the Hartnell 
Athletic Department where the 1981-82 year has been 
marred by confusion and frustration. 

It all started way back in the fall of 1981. 

With the passing of every week, the chances looked 
better that the football team would find its way to the 
state championship for the second straight season. 

But if Hartnell were to compete in the state cham- 
pionship, it would have to go South to play the 
Southern California champion Antelope Valley. The 
members of the governing board, however, realized 
the financial setbacks that this game could impose on 
the athletic department. 

The school lost over $3,800 on last season’s state 
championship game played at Salinas, High. What 
would be the deficit if Hartnell were to go South for the 
state championship? 

‘We estimated that it would cost us roughly $4000 to 
send the football team down South ,”’ said Athletic 
Director Bob Kelley. ‘‘We didn’t, and still don’t have 
half that much in the athletic trust fund. 

“We told them (Antelope Valley) that they could 
come here and play the game and we could guarantee 
them a profit.’’ 

But, for whatever reason, Antelope Valley declined 
and the result was a cancellation of the state cham- 
pionship game. 

Realizing that such problems would become more 
frequent as the season progressed and that demand 
would exceed supply, Hartnell administrators began to 
devise a plan to keep the athletic trust fund from going 
under. 

This now brings us to the center of all this mess, the 
‘first-place policy.’ 

After board meetings and preliminary reading, the 
administrators set down an official policy for the 
1981-82 year stating that, if a team does not finish first 
in the conference, it doesn’t participate in the playoffs. 

Sound simple? 

Well, here’s where the situation gets a bit sticky. 

As was predicted, more Hartnell teams became eligi- 
ble for the Shaughnessy playoffs as the year went on. 
In some sports, a team could finish second or fourth in 
the conference and still participate in the playoffs. 

But not if the Hartnell governing board had anything 
to say about it. 

And, of course, it did. 

Both the baseball and golf teams felt the effects of 
this policy and it left the players and coaches with bad 
tastes in their mouths. 

‘It takes all the fun and sweetness out of coaching,”’ 
said baseball coach Tony Teresa, ‘‘This rule takes all 
the incentive out too...without the rule, you can be 
down early and still have a shot at the playoffs by 
finishing in the top four.’ 

As it turned out, the baseball team finished the Coast 
Conference season in a three-way tie for second-place. 
After tie-breaking procedures were taken, Hartnell was 
determined as the third-place team. 

The top four finishers go on to the Shaughnessy 
playoffs, except for Hartnell. The Panthers were held 
out, and Mission took its place in the playoff. 

But the playoffs were to be held at Cuesta in San Luis 
Obispo. Money would be no problem, according to 
Teresa. 

“It would probably cost us about $100 in gas,’’ said

Teresa. ‘‘Heck, we have about $800 in the baseball 
fund right now, and the kids and parents would pitch 
in if needed.’ 

But the administration held firm on_ its first-place 
policy. 

“It wouldn’t be fair to let the baseball team pay for 
itself because there would be other teams that 
couldn’t pay,’ said Kelley. ‘This way each team is 
treated equally.”’ 

The golf team became victims of the system when 
coach Arvin Smith was told that his team could not 
compete in the state championship tournament at 
Monterey’s Rancho Canada course. 

After finishing first in the conference, the Panthers 
were allowed to compete in the Northern California 
championships at Rancho Canada May 10. Hartnell 
closed out the tournament in fifth, earning a spot in the 
state championships as the fifth and final team from 
Northern California. 

But the “‘first-place policy’’ entered the scene, and 
the Panthers were forced to give up their spot. 
However, as was the case in baseball, money was not 
the main factor. 

“| know that they (the golf team) could have easily 
paid for-the gas to go to Monterey,” said Kelley, ‘‘but, 
again, that’s not the issue. We made a policy in the fall 
and we’re going to hold tight to it. 

‘“! feel bad that we had to set up this kind of a 
system. But it is fair to all the teams concerned, and it’s 
an economicaly sound system."’ 

The ‘‘fair’’ portion of this scenario also came into 
question. | 

About the same time that the administrators were 
working on the new policy, the volleyball and men’s 
cross country teams earned their way into the 
Shaughnessy playoffs, but not as conference cham- 
pions. 

Both teams were allowed to compete in the playoffs. 

Various. coaches were bothered by the double- 
standard practices that seemed apparent. 

Though the policy was well in the workings at the 
time, it had not become official. This, combined with 
Kelley’s hospitalization and the prodding of athletes 


- and parents, pushed the administration into allowing 


both teams to participate. 

‘| slipped up...I’m sorry | let them go,”’ admitted Dr. 
Gibb Madsen, .superintendent-president of Hartnell. 
“The policy wasn’t fully developed at the time. If | had 
more time to research the problem, | would have said 
that no one goes.” 

“Had | been here, those teams wouldn’t have 
gone,”’ said Kelley. ‘‘The coaches weren't even plann- 
ing on going until the last minute. _ 

He said, ‘‘But it isn’t a case of a double-standard. 
Those teams just got what they could out of the old 
system as any other team would have. It was just a case 
of timing.”’ 

But the coaches were critical of the policy for other 
reasons, most of which centered around the athletes. 

“There are college scouts and minor league scouts at 
some of those playoff games,” said Teresa, ‘‘and there 
are some guys on this team that aren’t going to get 
noticed or receive the exposure that the playoffs could 
give.” 

“More than. anything, I’m concerned about the 
athletes,’” said- Smith. ‘‘Our guys worked real hard to 
get this far, and it’s a shame that they have to miss the 
state meet on account of this. 

“I’m not questioning the rule...but | don’t see any 
other teams in our league going through the same 
system.”’...which brings up another point.

Why didn’t other schools have to conform to a 
similar system that Hartnell went through this year? 

“We field more teams in more sports than any other 
Coast Conference team,” Kelley explained. ‘‘The more 
teams you have, the more it’s going to cost to field 
them. We also win more than a lot of schools in our 
conference and travelling to playoff sites costs more 
money...that’s what prompted this system in the first 
place.” 

The coaches brought up an interesting thought to 
the situation. 

“Baseball is listed in the class schedule booklet as a 
class,’ said Teresa. ‘‘The players are getting three units 
for it. So what’s wrong with our baseball class taking a 
field trip to Cuesta or the golf team taking a field trip to 
Monterey. 

“You have classes like anthropology and marine 
biology taking field trips on the school budget...why 
can’t we?” 

Now this has become a generic answer to every 
question brought up. But here it is again: there just 
isn’t enough money in the athletic trust fund for such 
field trips. 

‘‘But what if we pay for ourselves?’’ ask the coaches. 

“Because it’s not fair to...” 

You know how it goes. 

But if you think this system is bad, you ain’t seen 
nothin’ yet. 


Kelley talked about the possibility of eliminating 
some of Hartnell’s athletic teams in the future. 

“Though we haven't seriously talked about it, there 
is a chance in the future that some athletic programs 
will be cut here if the bad economical trend 
continues,’”’ says Kelley. 

Some schools have already taken that measure of ac- 
tion to keep the athletic program going. 

Ohlone College will no longer field a football team 
and Cabrillo College will do away with its basketball 
program after the ‘82-’83 season. 

But Kelley doesn’t think things will get that serious at 
Hartnell. 

“We put on a very successful barbecue a while back 
and a dance that brought in some money,” said Kelley. 
“In the meantime, we'll be holding another dance the 
first week of June which should bring in more money 
for next year.”’ 

At the present time, over $1,500 is sitting in the 
athletic trust fund. Whatever remains from this year 
will be put toward next year’s funds. 

One thing is for sure though: Hartnell won't have to 
worry about the Shaughnessys next year. 

As of next season, the entire Coast Conference will 
revert to the old method of ‘‘first-place finishers only’. 
This means that only first-place-finishers in each sport 
will be allowed to move on in the playoffs. 

Many players and. coaches think that the ‘81-'82 
season was a waste because of the confusion involved. 

Something did have to be done about the financial 
situation, but there must have been a better solution at 
the administration’s disposal. 

For instance, the campus leaders could have set 
down the same policy that is being used, with the pro- 
vision of allowing teams to fund themselves. The 
fairness excuse isn’t too fair! 

| think any team that were to make it to the playoffs 
would find some way of funding itself via advertising, 
donations, etc. 

Is it possible that the governing board didn’t realize 
this as an alternative? Maybe...but it’s a bit too late to 
do anything about it at this point in time.
